The Speaker took the chair at 3 o’clock. 


This being the first day of the Third Session of the Third 
Legislature of the Province of Alberta for the despatch of busi- 
ness, pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour George Hedley 
Vicars Bulyea, Lieutenant Governor, and the House having 
met, His Honour entered the House and, having taken his 
seat on the Throne, was pleased to open the Session by the 
following gracious speech: 


“Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS 
OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


‘It gives me pleasure to welcome you to the Third Session 
of the Third Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 


“‘T did not expect when I bade you farewell in October 
last that it would be necessary to call you together for the 
transaction of business so soon, but the necessity of making 
legal provision by which the Federal authorities may grant 
assistance in the way of seed grain in the Province seemed 
sufficiently important to justify me in requesting your attend- 
ance. 


“Since our last meeting the lamentable war in which the 
Empire was then engaged has continued and the serious effects 
thereof have been brought home to the people of Alberta in many 
ways. When you consider that Eleven Thousand of the men of 
Alberta have already enlisted to fight for the Empire and that 
some of your own Members are among them, it must bring home 
to each of you a deep feeling of responsibility and a keen sense 
of the great seriousness of the state of affairs in this new 
country. 
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“T am pleased to say that the people of Alberta, as a whole, 
have shown a serious desire to assume the responsibilities and 
endure the necessary hardships consequent upon a state of war. 
While many lines of business are being profitably carried on, 
more particularly those connected with agriculture and stock 
raising, there is of necessity a great decline in the amount of 
public work, municipal, Government and railroad, that depend 
upon borrowed capital, and during the coming season it will 
be necessary for the people of Alberta in common with all the 
western provinces, to pursue a course of rigid economy and to 
make such re-arrangements of their business connections as 
will enable them to take advantage of the prosperity in the 
lines where prosperity is possible and to exercise their courage 
and patience in connection with those lines of employment 
which have been rendered impossible by the present state of 
affairs. I have no doubt that the people of Alberta will do 
this and that when the war clouds have rolled away our Province 
will, with the experience, painful though it may be in individual 
cases, enter upon an era of great and enduring prosperity. 


‘A number of necessary Public and Private Bills will be 
introduced at this Session, which I commend to your serious 
consideration. 


“The Public Accounts for the last fiscal year will be laid 
before you, as well as the Estimates for the amounts required 
for expenditure during the coming year, all prepared with due 
regard to economy and the requirements of the Public Service. 


‘(GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


“T now leave you to the business of the Session, having 
full confidence that your deliberations will be Divinely guided 
to the best interests and welfare of the Province.” 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from 
the House. 


Mr. Speaker announced that he had been informed by

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is lodged in the office of the Clerk of the Executive Council, 
and that a vacancy has occurred in the representation of the 
Electoral Division of Whitford.
